Bravely and Without Flinching, A f­ 


ter All Efforts For a Reprieve Had 


Failed. 


Ossining. N. Y., April 1 3 —The four 
gunmen paid the death penalty in the 
electric chair in Sing Sing prison this 
morning for the murder of Herman 
Rosenthal, the gambler, in New York. 
They were Harry Horowitz, alias 
•Gyp the M ood;” Louis Rosenberg, 
alias “Lefty Louie;” 
Jacob Selden- 
sehener, 
alias “Whitey IjowIs.” and 
Frank Ciroflci, alias “Dago Frank.” 
They were taken singly from their 
cells, and four solemn 
processions 
marched 
down 
tile 
corridor to the 
death room, where they met their tate 
without flinching. Three of them were 
attended 
by 
Jewish 
rabbis, 
while 
Frank 
Carotic! 
was 
attended by a 
Catholic priest. The w itnesses of the 1 
executions were limited to the num­ 
ber required by law, and all passed 
ofT without any unusual incidents. 
“W hitey Lew is” wrote a statement, 
which he asked the representative of 
a Jewish newspaper to publish am a 
warning. 
“There are many boys on the East 
Side," he said, “who are well brought 
up, and who have good parents who 
do not look out for the company tin y 
get in.

The meal comprised soup, chicken, 
fish, vegetables, stewed peaches aud 
cake. 
The rabbi read passages from 
the Jewish book concerning the ex ­ 
odus of the Jew s from Egypt. He ex­ 
plained that the story of the bodily 
freedom hail a spiritual meaning. 
Three of the gunmen with difficulty 
bore up under the reading. The rabbi 
said grate and then talked with the 
men, while 
they waited th** fateful 
news from Justice Cloff, who heard al 
leged 
new 
evidence In New York. 
When word came that Justice (loT had 
denied them a new trial they became 
resigned to their fate aud spent their 
last hours receiving spiritual consola­ 
tion from their pastors.
